Resolved, Tbat tho Washoe county 


bar notes in the retirement of Judge 
Cheney from the Nevada bench a direct 
loss to the vigorous and learned juris• 
prudenoe of ojsr State; the people's 
deprivation of the invaluable labors of 
an industrious, profound, courageous 
impartial and honest Judge; and the 
corresponding gain of the practicing 
legal fraternity in the addition to its 
ranks of an able lawyer, a zealous ad- 
vocate, and an eloquent forensic orator 
and be it further 


Resolved, Tha* while we regret tbe 


loss of the bench we welcome the re- 
turn of Judge Cheney to an active 
practice of our honorable profespion, 
and express a united wish that the 
same eminent success may attend him 
throughout bis entire future life that 
he has so meritoriously achieved in the 
past. 


After the reading of the resolutions, 


Hon. T. V. Julien in behalf of the 
Washoe County Bar Association pre- 
sented Judge Cheney with a handsome 
gold locket studded with diamonds 
and rubies. Engraved on tbe back are 
the words, "Hon. A. E. Cheney, an up- 
right Judge. Presented by the bar and 
officers of the Court, November 25, 
1898." 


Judge Cheney responded in a tremu- 


lous voice, showing that he was visibly 
effected. He expressed bis thanks to 
the members of the bar for th»ir kindly 
remarks and resolutiona and stated 
that it what had been said was merited, 
he attributed it all to the uniform and 
able assistance which be had received 
from them all. He thanked tbe officers 
of the Court for their courtesy and 
consideration and then speaking to 
Judge Curler he spoke of the Court's 
duties and gave words of encourage- 
ment, caution and advice. 


Judge Curler responded in a teeling 


and eloquent manner, hoping that he 
could maintain the standard that had 
been set by the retiring Judge and 
asked the bar to give him the same aid 
they had accorded his predecessor. 


No further business appearing the 


Court adjourned.

Cool wave will cross west 
of the Rockies country about tbe 6tb, 
great central valleys the 8th, Eastern 
States the 10th. This cool wave will go 
into the Southern States with consid- 
erable force and will bo a "norther" for 
that country. Very cold weather will 
follow this storm in the Northern 
States. 


Previous bulletins have announced 


that December would average above 
normal temperature, but you may look 
for great extremes. The first half of 
the mouth will average very cold, par- 
ticularly in the Northern States. 


Cold waves have no regard for man- 


made calendars and therefore do not 
respect the lines between months. 
This cold spell will begin November 
28th, and end about December 32th. 


In this general bulletin I cannot give 


dates for all localities and therefore 
the dates for these storm waves, when 
not otherwise^ definitely stated, are for 
tbe 90th meridian which is about the 
general course of the Mississippi river. 
These disturbances will arrive at 
points west of that line from one to 
three days earlier and at points east of 
it from one to three days later. 


From December 13th up to and in- 


eluding the first week of January the 
tempeiatnre will average 
high, as 


much above normal as the first part of 
the month will below. 


Tbe cold wave that came the last 


week in October was foretold and al- 
most perfectly described in these bnl- 


i'iB a month in advance and the cold 


wavo predicted above will be the peri- 
odical rel nrn of the October blizzard. 


Temperature of tbe week ending De- 


cember 12th will average below normal 
east of tbe Rookies and above on the 
Pacific slope. 
Precipitation in rain, 


Rleet and anow will for that week, 
be above normal east of the Bookies 
and below west. 


My weather maps, weather charts 


and illustrations in astronomy, mag- 
netism, electricity and meteorology 
will bagin to run in these bulletins in 
the last issue of December, so as to 
give complete graphic forecasts of the 
weather ot January for all parts of the 
United States.

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Gunpowder In Hunting' 


A ourious feature about tbia evolu- 


tion in methodH of hunting was the 
hesitation •with which gunpowder was 
taken tip by the great nobles. Not only 
did it take quite a century to familiar- 
ize hunters with it, but the evidence 
that has come down to us shows that 
the humble classes were the first to use 
it for shooting game. Maximilian, ar- 
dent sportsman that he was, tells us 
himself that he could shoot farther and 
with greater accuracy with his cross- 
bow than his keeper oould with the flre 
tube. 


To prove this he tells us the well 


known story of a cei tain chamois stand- 
ing at a distance of 200 fathoms, which 
after being proncmncod ai too far off by 
his henchman, who was armed with 
one of the first sporting firearms men- 
tioned in print, comes tumbling down, 
pierced at the first attempt, by the em- 
peror's bolt. From other sources we 
learn of strict measures being adopted 
to prevent poachers and "wood loafers" 
using firearms, and this at a period 
when princes still used the cumbrous 
oroasbow and spaar. It was only in the 
last quarter of the sixteenth century 
that firearms had ousted other weapons 
for certain forms of the chase, the deex 
battue being among the latter.—P$IJ 
Mall Magazine. 


Smoking' In Korea. 


In Korea all men and women smoke. 


They begin early. The pipe is a brass 
bowl, with a reed stem four feet long 
and a. brass, amber or glass mouthpiece. 
Accidents often occur from persons fall- 
ing with a long pipe in the mouth, the 
stem of .which is driven down the throat 
through the cheek or into the palate. 
During the "reform period," after the 
Japan-China war, long pipes were for- 
bidden to the common people, and they 
turned to cigarettes, which have be- 
come rooted in the popular-affection. 
Native cigarettes, which are of poor 
quality, sell for 1 cent gold for 20. Lit- 
tle cigars of cigarette size sell for 14 
cents gold per 100. 


American cigarettes ore used exclu- 


sively in the palace, and thousands of 
them are smoked there. This makes 
them popular with the upper classes, 
and the consumption of them is very 
great. The best of them cost 1 cent 
gold each. The import duty on cigars 
and cigarettes is 30 per cent ad valorem; 
but, in spite of this, the American 
muufaotnrers are gradually coming into 
control of the market.—Chicago Times-
